[HE presence of severe deafness at birth, or occurring in 
early childhood, is not only 9 serious social handicap, but 
a major educational problem, because it prevents normal 


communication from developing.

tional speech. 


The child who is born deaf is 
eutomaticolly out off from this

What he thinks of o certain 
Dr Clement Clarke Moore, the 
Columbia = University professor 
who set him up as o portly uld 
emt with a white beard, an 
over-large stomach, a sleigh 
and a team of reindeer ts an 
other matter, 

But Nicholas probably de- 
sorves the rest of the legend. 

Not mony facts have survived 
the destructive rampages of man 
since the third century, A.D., 
but the few there are Indicative. 

Once an !mpoverished gentle- 
man of Myra, at his wil’ end 
because he had three daughters 
and no dowries with which to 
encourage young men for them, 
determined to sell them into 
what the official record calls a 
“life of shame.” 


BISHOP'S GIFT 


Nicholas, bishop oof 
sLpped by and—sp the 
goes—left them three golden 
balls in_secret. In any case, he 
left enough cash fo find hus. 
bands fur all of them 

The starving children of Myr, 
foo, had reason to remember the 
bishop. Mysterious packets . of 
food regularly appeared on thelr 
duursteps—und there were = al- 
ways sweets among them. 


Hone’s Yearbook for 1826 re- 
cords with a straight foce that 
Nicholas was a most pious man 
indeed. “When he was an in- 
fant at breast, he fasted on 
Wednesdays and Fridays and 
sucked but once on each of 
those, and that towards even-

THE STORY OF SANTA CLAUS 


By Les 


Nicholas busicd himself clsc- 
where, too. 

Once when he was sailing on 
the Mediterranean, his ship was 
menaced by o storm which pro- 
mised certain destruction. The 
blahop took the wheel himself, 
and steered her to safety. 

Hence his popularity os a 
patron saint, 

The three balls, which are the 
sign of pawnbrokers the world 
uver, are representations of the 
turee balla he gave to the girls 
of Myru—though he may _har- 
bour hia private doubts aa to 
thelr appropriateness. = 

His  ship-steering exploits 
made him the patron saint of 
the Russians, His reputation for 
honesty made him the patron 
saint of merchants—and, fur 
obvious reasons, thieves adopted 
him soon after, 

It happens, however, that his 
birthday was December 5—near 
enough to Christmas in the days 
before the fAtth century, when 
there was no oficial date for 
Christmas and near enough, 
afterwards, lo the old pagan end 
vt the year celebrations to make 
an integral part of the festivities. 

It was, however, the Dutch 
who first connected him with 
Christmas presents, and the 
English Sunta Claus is very 
close to the pronunciation of the 
Dutch for Saint Nicholas— 
Sunter Klaas, : 

The effort, of course, was 
probably connected with the 
Christianisation of old pagan 
ceremonies, 


TONGUE TWISTER 


The old Norse and Celtic god 
Odin was the giver of gifts to 
mankind, und his official rites 
colncided with the end of year 
ceremonies, 

The transition, perhaps, wasnt 
too hard. For, in some of the 
old poems, Odin 1s called 
Hnikar—a tongue twister whose 
suppose] pronunciation comes 
close to Santa. 


Armour 


Odin had a long white beard, 
wore a many-coloured cloak, 
and rode through the sky on a 
giant white horse, 

With him came ao host of clf- 
like helpers who have become 
the Christmas elves today— 
and in some of the Scandinavian 
countries Odin and his helpers 
are still a traditional part of 
Christmas, 

Odin, too, gave the British 
Christmas Its mistletoe, yule- 
lod and its wassall bowl, all of 
which were a part of the cult 
of Tutanes—another Celtic name 
for Odin. 

Now and then he had an 
evil companion, Lok, with him 
but the Dutch cleaned up Lok 
and made him Black Picter, 
Senta’s negro helper. 

Odin, of course dropped his 
presenta down the chimney—the 
ouly feasible ‘thing if you're 
riding a white horse through 
the sky. And, In Norway, Christ- 
mas presents are still strewn in 
disorder around the hearth, 

In Holland, too, St Nicholas 
used the chimney. 

The Dutch took him t New 
York with them but the English 
Puritans put a stop to him as a 
pogan hangover, 

Columbia's Dr Moore, 
ever, remembered all that. 

And, one night near Christ- 
mas, 1825, when his wife had 
left him to entertain their nine 
children, he sat down in 
desperation to write a poem and 
draw them a picture, 

The poem began: 

“"Pwda the night 

Christmas, 
And all through the house 
Net a creature was stirring — 
Not even a mouse. 


A CLASSIC 


It became a classic—quite by 
accident, for .Dr Moore, a 
modest scholar, never published 
it—and the picture he drew be- 
came the classic conception of

In 1953, he didn’t appear on 
Spanish Christmas cams because 
of o presa campaign against hia 
“deplorable competition with 
our own truly Catholic three 
wise men from the East.” 

In Russia, he has been blast- 
ed as a bourgeois myth from 
one side as o vulgarisation of 
the patron saint of the nation 
from the other. 

And, in France, some bishops 
have outlawed him aos a pegan. 

Mostly, however, he’s — still 
golng strong. 


Though St. Nicholas himself— 
and Odin, too if he is watching 
—must be a Nttle bewildered 
by some of the variations. 


In Switzerland, amall children 
ure still frightened of him be- 
cause his block assistant there, 
called Schmutzll, ls reported to 
be very terrifying. (In fact, of 
coursg, the fear assists parents 
in getting the children to bed on 
Christmas Eve, for Schmutz 
cannot touch them if they are 
asleep.) 


BEELZEBUB 


In Belgium, the servant is no 
longer black but he is the 
equally terrifying Nicodemus 
and, in Freiburg, he is Beelze- 
bub himself, 


In Rumania, St. Nicholas still 
comes as the tall, lean scholarly 
man in the robes of the bishop 
of Myra. 

But St. Nicholas himself 
would ce happiest if someone 
revived the old iizabcthan 
custom. 

Then, a Boy Bishop was 
elected from among the choir 
boys and he ruled unquestioned 
as Bishop until December 28,
